" the minister Jbr good +1 to the empire at 
large. And so with elected members. 
They are not required lo claim for the 
district they repreaent more than 
ita proper apart of lejiilativo benefit, 
hut simply to guard their diittict from 
undue encroach meal, and to ace that it be 
deall with on fair and equitable principle* — 
that it rewire ita due o,uoU iu the com- 
mon dittribotion. But beyond the ex- 
erciaa of this protective vigilance, the 
Crown members owe nothing to the Crown, 
the elected members nothing to their par- 
ticular district, bat what they owe lo the 
whole country. They are the truateea or 
the entire body politic — iht repreaeut*- 
tiTti nf the great corporation over whit h 
their powers extend : it i* therefore their 
paramount obligation to do jostiee. to all, 
without respect of person or of locality. 

IT ihii tie aouitd Dritisb doctrine, it is 
dear that rlcctnrs hare no right to dic- 
tate lo thrir members ; and r ijually clear 
that honorable members have no Ltiiaineti 
t ' obey such dictates, unless they happen to 
be in 'prrlect unison with their own judg- 
ments. Tor this reaaon, we could not coin- 
cide tvllh the prolcsaioot made br several m 
the candidates, during ihc eleclii/n Inityetr, 
that wheuever they ahould he auured that 
their conduct in Council was displeasing 
to a majority of their constituents, they 
would resign their aeata. Thia wits luo 
near an approach to that principle uf dic- 
tation, and to thai narrow apirtt r,f tiitlriti 
patriotism, which would be tnta] not oralv 
to the dignity nf (he stnatoria! otliic, but 
to the "impartiality and efficiency nf the 
legislative body. ' Member* are elected 
fur a given period; ihiw.i.-b (hat period 
they are called up mi hy their country lo 
scree ; and to retire trom the post of duty 
merely because a major ty of their roter* 
summon ihem to do to, although their 
own eonaciencea letl them thnt they have 
acted a faithful part, would bt to ascrifree 
ihe good of the many lo the caprices of 
the raw. 

It ii deairable, ncvcrlheieii, (hat be- 
tween tbe electora and their representatives 
there ahould always eiitl a clear under- 
standing ; and neat, to an open and manly 
demeanour within the walls uf (he Conned 
Chamber, nothing ia more calculated to 
keep dp such an underatandtng than lie 
practice an laudably begun by Mr. Wits-

people thorns (hat the member haa nothing 
to leitr — that he ctn look them in tike face 
like an linnet! matt; it affurds oppor- 
tunittei of inutunl eiplnuutlon j and pro- 
motes a reciprocity of confidence and

Mr. Win dc it in' a ipeeeh is a tort of 
kortiu lictkt of tbe saying* and doings of 
late session. II* presents to\ his au ■ 
a dried tample of the measure* 
t forward, snd of the arguments 
employed pro and son. And on Ihe whole 
it is a very lair aample. He complaint 
that since the third reading of hi* Mone- 
tary ConndenpejHul, he has not had from 
the Httttld on* civil word. We an aure 
it has never been^our Intention to treat 
the honotabie and Icntoa d gentleman with 
leu cieilily than is consistent with free 
diacuuion, and with difference of opinion 
on public questions. We have neeer been 
insensible of hi* cleetmen ■• a debater 
and a man of buainea* , nor of his seal and 
assiduity in promoting what he believed 
to be the good of hie country.

6. Oeelong ; Sydney t where** Sydney 
contains nearly twice aa many inhabitants, 
considerably more trade, and ia in every 
way more important So the empire, than 
the whole of the other place* put together. 
In the Colonial Ga:*tita for November, 
too, we perceive that a highly important 
diacuuion ia heing carried on—" which is 
the colony Lett adapted to the feeiirgs of 
an English gentleman, New ZealanJ, or 
><">•■ h Australia f" Thai there is anything 
in the *' convict colony " of New South 
Wate* thai should itduce an English gen- 
tleman to emigrate to it doe* nat appear 
to be within the verge of possibility, ac- 
roiding to the writers who take part in 
this di»onitiun,_ 

COKPOEATION CONTRACTS. 
It is a fact so well known ss searwly lo 
require repetition, thnt bodies of men will 
often do, iu a cor|K>rnLe capacity, acts 
which singly titey would lie ashamed of. 
Although nut a very learned body, there 
are in the City Council a number of per- 
sons who are perfectly acquainted with the 
practice in stl mstlen of contract with 
public bodies, and therefore \\\ Lhst respect 
it would be supposed their acts would be in 
accordance with ihe custom uf the colony, 
whivli iu tuch matter* it th* law of the 
colony -. but we find them some(imes act- 
ing with a perfect disregard of what they 
themaelvr* in their individual capacity 
would eorvsider common justice. A few 
months aincr, the Corporation advertised 
for tenders Iot priming for tbe police de- 
partment, and obtained a number ol len- 
der*, none of which were incepted, it benuj, 
generally understood that the Government 
Printing Onice was to do the work at the 
rale of the lowest tenrler : as if any trsdrs- 
men in Sydney would take the trouble to

labour, and pays neither rent nor tas.es t 
We do not e mplaia of Ihe Corporation 
getting their uiirk dune cheaply ; but mt 
do aay that they acted in a most unbusi- 
nesslike manner in calling for lenders, and, 
without any explanation, getting the work 
done by Government, B / the rrport of 
ibe proceeding* of the City Council 
yesterday, it will be seen that Messrs. 
Kemp and f.tim u, who hold the con- 
trast for printing for the City, claimed 
three months' notice before that contract 
should be terminated , UpOA which it waa 
sskrd why (he £ditort of the flrratil 
should hare the printing more than the 
Editors of any other Journal ? and with 
one exception, the Council apprar to have 
voted unanimously thnt they would not 
idbrre to the custom of all public depart- 
ment*, and give three months' notice be- 
fore terminating a contract : and for no 
other reaaon, so far as we can see, than 
because Messrs. Kemp nnd I'airks x are 
the proprietor* of the Herald, and — 
naughty men *■ they are — have not 
considered the circumstance oi their bring 
printers for lh* Corpora I iuo a tvHtcienl 
reaaon why they ahould prevent the doing* 
of the City Couseil from being canvassed 
in their paper. If this was not the feel- 
ing which actuated the Council, why waa 
Ihe Herald alluded to at all ' We lure 
no hesitation in ttating broadly that the 
CitT Council will render themselves liable 
to Mesart, Kemp and F-tmrAx for l)ie 
amount of profit they might hare reason, 
ably eipected from their contract for the 
next three months ; at however that would 
only be a comparatively small amount, it is 
not probable that any slept will be taken 
in the matter, but that doe* not at all affect 
the uobusineu lika conduct of the City 
Council. 

It will be teen by *n advertisement in 
another column, that the proprietor* of the 
8t/dney Morning llerala intend to bring 
out a week]* publication, to be called lb* 
tfkiftpmg Qmtwttt and Sgehtj/ Qaaeral 
Tradt Lii(, which will contain no matter 
that It not connected with th* trade and 
shipping of the colony. The Trade Lint.

land be had vanquished all hie 
Alexander, on the banki of (be Indna, hid 
aighed for mote kingdom* to conquer , 
but the modem eouqoeror well knew «*■-* , 
with all hie conquest*, he waa far from 
universal dominion. Fwbspsthe greatest 
disappointment which hearer experienced, 
waetheruqltoftbe battle of Tramigar; 
had the iuoe of that battle been other- 
wise, he would hive been enpenr not of 
Prance only, but of the world ; a* it waa, 
England, with her colonial empire, foiled 
Mm in ill hii attempts at universal power, 
and aucneeded in confining him to a distant 
rock iu the eonthern hemisphere , and 
there onght hi* bonce to hive remained, 
a> l moral lesson to future age*, that tbe 
tu*t tar dominion ii a nin on*. 

It we* England', poneukc, of that, for 
which he aighed at the cattle of Spile- 
burg, lurroanded by the dying and the dead, 
which created thi* result. How euraonti- 
diimrv, then, doe* it appear, that we should 
never hive had a minister who hai been 
sufficient of a italeiman. to have perceivid 
how much these three element* nf power 
depend upon each other. What is the 
foundation of ship* end commerce, but 
colon ieiT and, great a* it the colonial em- 
pire of Great Britain, if the hiatorr of it* 
formation ii e» mined, it will be found to 
have arisen from individual enterprise. 
We have had no Ferdinand and 1 1*0*1 U, 
to patronise and protect th* forethought of 
Columbus. The government of England 
wu long content to follow in tbe wake 
el these illustrious nunc*. Individual! 
had to beg; for charter*, to justify their 
emigrating to the north of the newly dis- 
covered continent ; and, like the butterfly, 
they lived their day, and died. Tbe name 
of the epoitle of peace alone lurrive* the 
wreck of the many idveotnrera who tried 
their fortunes in the western world. Peon 
was one of the gentlemen of England who 
abandoned the natural position in which 
the cfaanoe of birth had placed him, and 
went, with a few chosen follower*, to treat 
with the native inhabitant! for leave to 
aettle on (heir unpeopled wastes; his 
views went farther, they were by no 
means limited to taking possession of na- 
tnra'i wilderness, he was amtoui (hat the 
exereiie of civilisation should be th* true 
guide with which to seduce the barbarian 
of the forest to abandon the cruel excesses 
to which he bad been habituated. That 
treaty has been immortalised by Montes- 
quieu In Prince, and by Burke in England, 
who, in one of hii burst* ot eloquence., **- 
claimed " that it wu the only treaty which 
had never received the unction of in oath, 
and the only treaty which had ntvar been 
broken/' end West ha* placed the meet- 
ing of tbe tattooed lavage with ih* thmn 
child of peace upon ran rasa j it ha* tine* 
been engraved on copper, the print* from 
which have, been universally distributed.

Thia raised Lord Normanby't governor'* 
ir*i there wu no proclamation against 
lynch law, but British law, sceoiding to 
that gentleman'* doctrine, conld only be 
exercised by demagogue*, who, lo hit 
undertlindiDe, in io doing! were guilty of 
trttvton. This wu aofneient, and the 
proclamation of British sovereignty over 
these tntgniGceni island* was thus forced 
from the nondescript governor, and only 
aeten day* previous to the irrivtl of the 
French ihip-of-war V Ache, which had 
been despatched, ss M. Ouiiot lately told 
the French chamber, for the tame pur- 
pose. The bran tetller* who hid thus 
obliged Lord Noimtnby and Ciptain Ilob. 
son to take sovereign possession of the 
island of New Zealand, were, during 
(he life of the litter, checked and 
thwarted in every wey that can be 
imagined ; and tbii it one of the legnciei 
left by the Whig* to be repaired by the 
present administration. Lord Stanley has 
thmn hi* intention by tending out ts (he 
governor, the experienced and able Csptiiu 
Fitiray.
